Proposed National Monument 


N ebrask ans will w atch with interest the efforts 
of their new est congressm an. Rep. G ienn Cu n­ 
ningham of O m aha, in behalf of the preserva­ 
tion of old F ort Atk inson as a national monu ­ 


m ent. 
He w as aided in the cau se by a sim u ltaneou s 
filing in the Senate by Senators C arl C u rtis and 
R om an H ru sk a. 
F ort Atk inson w as the first federal m ilitary 
post on the u pper M issou ri and the first settle­ 
m ent in N ebrask a. It served its early day pu r­ 
pose satisfactorily and declined as settlem ent 
and progress dim inished its fu nction. 
While its 
early day location was one of m ilitary im ­ 
portance it w as not su cceeded, as w ere so m any 


early day forts, by a perm anent, growing civilian 
com m u nity. Bu t that does not detract from its 
historic valu e. 
Its preservation as a national 
m onu m ent wou ld prevent its u ltim ate loss. 
Thou gh becom ing venerable N ebrask a is still 
you ng enou gh to live with its historic land­ 
m ark s withou t the interest and care given to 
sim ilar hallowed spots in older parts of the 
U nited States. Too m any of its landm ark s have 
been tu rned u nder to m ak e w ay for progress. 
A 
hu ndred years from now, 200 years from now 
there still will be a N ebrask a. 
Let u s hope it 
will not be one that will hold ou r generation re­ 
sponsible for a careless w'aste of historic sites 
and artifacts. 


Aid But No Panacea 


Althou gh P resident Eisenhow er and his aides 
who are inspecting the drou ght-seared Sou thwest 
wiU not visit N ebrask a G overnor Victor Ander- 
s m will visit w ith the President today to (Xitline 
his sta te ’s problem . 
It w'as planned that the 
N ebrask a governor will confer with the P resi­ 
dent a t W ichita. 
It is no secret w hat the governor will say. 
H e will ask for a relief program helpfu l to sm all 
bu siness while he is ou tlining the drou ght prob­ 
lem s of N ebrask a agricu ltu re. 
Of the latter he 
will stress need for a program less geared to 
the Sou thwest cattle cou ntry and m ore fitted to 
the diversified type of farm ing in the norm aUy 
m ore hu m id states—N ebrask a for exam ple. The 
governor w ishes a program of financing and a 
channeling of su rplu s com and other grains a t 
discou nted prices to m aintain N ebrask a feeding 
operations for bogs and chick ens as well as 
cattle. 


D istress loans cu t to fit need, which m eans 
the k ind that can be obtained qu ick ly and in 
am ou nts su fficient to m eet the problem , aviiil- 
able a t interest rates consistent with the degree 
of distress, of cou rse, are a potent factor. They 
prevent herd depletion, and. equ ally im portant, 
they k eep the farm er in bu siness. 
The governor’s views a re tim ely. The facts he 
will present can be of su bstantial benefits to 
the adm inistration’s treatm ent of the drou ght 
problem . Bu t the em phasis cm drou ght m u st not 
obscu re other problem s of N ebrask a agricu l­ 
tu re and sm all bu siness. N ebrask a’s drou ght is 
spotty. The state has well developed areas that 
a re irrigated which have rem ained in relatively 
high produ ction. Prosperity in those sections is 
elu sive. 
It is not to be assu m ed that drou ght 
relief, essential as it m ay be, will cu re w hat is 
w rong with the adm inistration’s general farm 
program .

F orm er All-.American Back fieid S tar George 


S aaer, who played his football at the U niversity 


of N ebrask a, said all of it and said it very well 
in less than 25 words. “ It (football) isn't the 
fu n it w as when I played and started ou t as a 
coach,” Sau er w as qu oted in the Su nday news 
colu m ns as saying. “ It’s win or else in m ost of 
ou r big schools.” W hat m ore is there to be said? 
Some of the fu n which m ade football su ch an 
ideal gam e for you ng m en is gone, a com petent 
ju dgo observes. 
★ 


And tha t is too bad. The great gam e of foot­ 
ball has m ade a rem ark able contribu tion to 
college life and to all of the nation. B u t it no 
longer is a gam e, we are told now and then by 
m en saddened becau se they have seen the 
atm osphere which contribu ted 
mu ch to football change. To­ 
day it has become less of a 
gam e and m ore big bu siness. 
Today, said M r. Sau er, now 
athletic director at Baylor U niversity and form er 
coach a t the U niversity of K ansas ,and 
the 
U nited 
States N aval 
Academy, 
football 
has 
ceased to be fu n ,' While declining to nam e 
schools or conferences, 
Sau er 
hit 
the 
nail 
squ arely on the head when he expressed the 
belief tha t high bidding for high school stars 
gave you ng m en an exalted opinion of them ­ 
selves and then when they com plete their play­ 
ing days to go ou t into the world to m ak e a 
living, they find it is not all peaches and 
cream . Football, m agnificent gam e that it is, 
is not the only avenu e of A m erican life that has 
u ndergone change—in few instances, changes 
for the better—bu t in too m any cases, changes 
for the w orse. 
★ 


We recall George Sau er as a Hu sk er football 
player, a sm iling, happy athlete. He was a back - 
field m an. Ou r recollection is that he was u sed 
pa rt of the tim e as a block ing back , less spectac­ 
u lar bu t so highly im portant, more than a ball­ 
c a rrie r, and that he did not appear on the tossing 
end of the pass play as frequ ently as some of 
the others on the sam e squ ad. Bu t we recall 
one S atu rday afternoon when he cu t loose with 
a long high pass which his receiver gathered in 
near the goal line, and went on to score. It w as 
a thrilling play, one of those incidents which 
com bine to contribu te to the fu n of football. And 
all throu gh those three years as a Cornhu sk er, 
G eorge Sau er week after week played a great 
offensive and defensive gam e to m ak e him a 
popu lar choice for recognition for .\II-Ameriean 
honors.

The problem itself is not restricted to a single 
institu tion nor to the m em bers who com prise a 
single football conference.

If we w ere to cease bu ild­ 
ing the aw esom e H-bomb, and if we w ere to 
place a ban on therm onu clear w eapons, there 
isn’t m u ch qu estion bu t that the world wou ld 
be a safer place in which to live, and living 
less costly. 
B u t that is som ething which calls 
for both sides to agree u pon in the nam e of 
com m on sense. 


Got Off Light 


P resident E isenhow er cou ld have u sed m u ch 
stronger langu age in his reference to the Su ez 
Canal. 
He observed that the United N ations is " a c ­ 
tively concerning itself with all these m atte rs 
and we are su pporting the U nited N ations.”

N asser 
prom ised to k eep the canal open to all shipping. 
Then he refu sed passage to Israeli shipping.

Then he scu ttled 
ships in it, an act not dictated as a m eans of 
defense. He has plu gged the canal for m onths 
to the seriou s detrim ent of Eu rope and offers 
no apology for it. He has delayed its clearance.

This 
is considered u rgent to k eep Jo r­ 
dan from being annexed by next- 
door, Com m u nist-dom inated Syria. 
Ou r policy-m ak ers are particu larly 
anxiou s to prevent two m ilitary 
airfields in Jordan, now u sed by 
the B ritish, from falling into R ed 
hands. 
P resent plan is to offer economic 
aid to all Arab states, inclu ding 
Syria. 
It is expected, however,

will 
spu rn U.S.

sew er needs u nm et—with the worst 
drou ght in history behind u s and 
prospect of another drou ght year 
ahead—it shou ld not be difficu lt to 
adm it that Lincoln is in no posi­ 
tion to u ndertak e u rban rebu ild­ 
ing 
with 
federal 
aid. 
Schools, 
streets, hospitals and sew ers we 
need. Gasoline we m u st bu y if we 
wou ld get to work and hom e again.

The ruling was in the case of 
William Earl Fikes, 27, who re­ 
ceived the death penalty on a 
charge of burglary with intent to 
rape.

sions in this case goes bey ond the j 
allowable limits.” Chief Justice! 
Warren said in the majority opin-1 
ion. “The use of the confessions > 
secured in this setting was a de­ 
nial of due process” of law as pro­ 
vided by the 14th Amendment. 
Justice Harlan said in a dis-j 
senUng opinion that setting aside' 
the 
conviction 
“oversteps 
the

boundary 
betjveen 
this 
court’s ; 
function under the 14th Amend­ 
ment and that of the state courts 
in the administration of justice.” 
Harlan said he did not think Ala­ 
bama authorities %dolated “c<» sti- 
tutional due process” in obtaining 
two confessions from Fikes. 
New Trial 
The 
majority decision means 
Fikes may face trial again, and 
at Camden, Ala., Circuit Solicitor 
Blanchard McLeod said that “def­ 
initely ” will be the case. In the 
retrial, however, the state will not 
be able to use the disputed con­ 
fessions as evidence. 
The Supreme Court also granted 
a hearing to another Alabama Ne­ 
gro under death sentence for the 
rape of a white woman. 
It was the second time the c o^ 
intervened in the case of Jeremiah 
Eeeves Jr. An earlier conviction 
was set aside on the ground an 
illegally obtained confession was 
used in his trial.
